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Dear Mr. Veisberg, Nov, 21 , 1908 

You may not remember me* but a few years back 
I wrote to you In an effort to obtain copies of Whitewash for a special 
class I was teaching on the Kennedy assassination. Let me thank you 
again for all the work you did to fulfill -my request. This coming 
January I will again be offering this special class. In preparation for 
this class I have again been reviewing your books and those of Sylvia 
Meagher and Howard Hoffman and consulting with David Wrone who I was a 
student of many years ago. But I still feel my knowledge is incomplete 
in many respects. For example, I have done virtually no study of the 
House Select Committee on Assassinations. Also, I have frequently 
found myself at a loss to respond to all the misinformation which ia 
being put out as the 25th anniversary approaches. 

For example, I am interested in working up a 
thorough critique of this recent NOVA program (narrated by Cronkite of 
all people) and presenting a public showing of it along with a 
critical analysis. I believe X can pick out some of the gross distortions 
but X am sure I am missing some important points which I am not 
familiar wiih. 

Another recent example is the article from the local 
paper which I have enclosed with my letter, I thought you might be 
interested in hearing what these former FBI agents have to say. 

Some of the things they say I have never heard of before, such as 
Stombaugh's claim that that fragments of bullet found in the blood 
were traced to the bullets allegedly fired from the Kannlleher-Garcano* 
Also, this story about the Kennedy family withholding the autopsy 
photographs and X-rays. I know you deal with that in Post Mortem , but 
1 would like to have a better grasp of it. Incidentally, that same 
reported interviewed me for a later article, but I am sure many people 
will put more credence in what these FBI men said. 


In any case, what I would really like to do if 

you are willing and if it is possible, I would like to come to visit 

with you and go over some of these points with you. I could spend 2 or 3 

days with you (preferably over a weekend and preferably sometime before 
Christmas). 

I look forward to hearing from you and hope that you 
are feeling fine and have a good Thanksgiving.
